“The committee from St. Louis say they 
ask nothing but what their natural location 
I entitles them to, which detlaraiiou they sup­ 
plement with a demand, that rates be fixed ou 
a mileage basis. 
AVill anyone insist that St. 
Louis, on the basis of mileage, is entitled to 
the same rates to the Aiissouri river, that 
Hannibal is, when the latter is eighty miles 
nearer Kansas City than is St. Louis.
